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Building Operations 


IN 1888. 


The following is, as nearly as we can 
ascertain, a correct statement of the 
buildings erected in this town last year. 
In each case we give the name of the 
contractor, and the cost of the buildiug. 
It will be seen that there were forty-one 
wew buildings erected, at an aggregate 
cost of $45,910. 


The first in importance is the Nisbet 
Academy, built on the hill near the court 
house. It is a two-story brick building, 
37x52 feet, with a belfry on the front of 
the ;roof; it presents a fine appearance 
and is quite an ornament to the town. 
Through the courtesy of the contractors 
we had the pleasure of inspecting the in- 
side, and we musteay that no better 
workmanship has ever been displayed in 
the Northwest, The first floor contiins 
one room 20x35 feet for public eutertain- 
ments, but also used at present as a 
music room; hall, 39x10 feet; class room, 
20x21 feet; and principal's ottice, 10x12 
feet. On the second floor there are two 
class rooms 21x25 feet, reception room 
12x20, teacher's private room 12x12, and 
a hail 10x12 feet; the staircase is a fine 
piece of workmauship. The building is 

ell lighted, and everything abvut it 
appears to be perfect. Thereare three 
class rooins now furuished with desks, to 
the number of thirty, the gift of Mr. J. 
M. Dill, of Brockville. Mr. T. Powers 
did a first-class piece of work on the brick, 
stone and pilaster work for $2,500, and A. 
& W. B. Goodfellow were the contractors 
for the building and did all the carpenter 
work, etc. for $5,000. Total cost, with 
extras, about $8,000 

The Goodfellow Bros. also did factory 
work to the value of $2,000.
